WORCESTER CITY’S hopes of a money-spin-

Although they showed 
plenty of fight and deter- 
mination Worcester could 
have no complaints about 
the result. 

Wycombe were faster on 
to the ball, and were always 
the more skilful side. 

The Wanderers had the 
bulk of the play territorially 
— they gained 12 corners, 
while City failed to force 
one. 

As in Saturday’s 1-1 draw 
at St George’s Lane, 
Wycombe ‘keeper Garry 
Lester was never seriously 
tested by a shot-shy City 
attack. Indeed, Worcester’s 
best chance of the match 
came from full-back Mark 


Chambers late in the game. ' 


City manager Nobby 
Clark is stepping up his 





search for a goalscorer to 
halt the club’s lean spell. 
Top of his list is Southend 
striker Mike Tuohy, but, a 
lack of money is hampering 
his bid. 

He said after last night’s 

defeat: “We must ask our- 
selves if a couple of the 
players are good enough — 
or is their best good 
enough.” 
-He added: “There is no 
way I can chastise any of 
my players on this evening’s 
performance. Every player 
ran themselves into the 
ground, and I couldn’t ask 
for more.”
